North of the rich irrigzable Crown lands near

AGRIC CLTURF COMPETITIONS, 

As a means of encouraging farmers (o improve 
their methods and to more readily understand 
the suitability of soils to particular varieties 
of seed, the New South Wales Government 
and the various agricultural societies through- 
out the State conduct periodical eompetitions. 
The educational value of these is becoming 
more widely recognised and appreciated 
year.

An lrish Centre Party. 


The Parliament which will meet in 
Dublin on Saturday was elected for a pur- 
pose that transcends all ordinary issues 
of politics. Its duty is to bring into being 
a State in which those ordinary issues 
will be developed and decided by future 
Irish Parliaments. For the moment 
the normal cleavages of politics hardly 
exist at all. There is only one 
well-defined party in the new Parlia- 
ment—namely, the Labour Party— 
although at least one other may be recog- 
nised.in embryo. Within the last few 
years the Farmers’ Party has acquired 
great power in the United States, and all 
the circumstances of Irish life suggest that 
a well-organised agricultural interest soon 
will assert a large influence in national 
affairs. The present Treaty Party, how- 
ever, embraces politicians of many schools, 
while hatred of the Treaty unites men 
who, under normal conditions, would sit 
on opposite benches in an Irish Parlia- 
ment. We do not doubt that, sooner or 
later, normal conditions will return— 
sooner rather than later if the Govern- 
ment pursues a direct and firm course, in 
the knowledge that the whole country is 
at its back. When the reign of law has 
been restored and the Constitution of the 
Free State has been ratified, the Irish 
Government and Parliament will cease to 
be merely defensive machines. The era of 
construction will begin, and will go for- 
ward by that same process of political con- 
troversy and compromise which moulds the 
progress of all civilised communities, Then 
we shall have several—perhaps, half-a- 
dozen—distinct parties in the Irish Parlia- 
ment. 

During between two 
worlds—“ one dead, the other waiting to be 


this interval 


born ’’—we may draw hope from quiet 
thought on the probable developments of 
Irish politics. If we assume that a new 
sense of national responsibility, of self- 
respect, of loyalty to the people’s own 
laws will come with self-government—and, 
in spite of all that has happened, it is a 
reasonable assumption—we may face the 
future with cheerful hearts. We think 
that the souls of many good Irishmen are 
-chiefly propped in these dark days by two 
convictions. One is that economic forces 
must prevail in the long run over the 
Suspicions and misunderstandings which 
have put a gulf between North and South. 
The other is that, as soon as stable govern- 
ment has been in Southern 
Ireland, the people’s true instincts—which 


established 


are neither lawless nor revolutionary—will 
come into play. We do not deny to an 
Irish Labour Party the right to preach 
the doctrines of communism, but we are 
not afraid of them. In this agricultural 
country the mass of opinion is not merely 
conservative, but even unduly conserva- 
tive. The tendency to reaction will Le 
corrected by lLabour’s vigorous propa- 
ganda, and between the two, perhaps, the 
just balance will be struck. We shall 
have, no doubt, an Extreme Right and an 
Extreme Left in the Irish Parliament. 
There are matters—agricultural 
wages, for instance, and protective tariffs 
—on which the Farmers’ Party and the 
Labour Party will come into frequent con- 
flict. Parties, however, which represent 
sectional interests seldom contrive to 
dominate public policy; and when they 
succeed, as in the case of the American 
Tariff Bill, the results usually are unfor- 
tunate for the State. We believe that the 
future of Irish politics will lie chiefly in 
the hands of a great Moderate, or Centre, 
Party which will see the country’s needs 
steadily and will see them whole. 

The new Centre Party will be at once 
conservative and progressive; for conser- 


many 


vatism and progress are instinct in the 
best elements of the national life. Through 
no fault of the present Government, but 
under pressure of circumstances, those 
elements represented inado- 
quately in the existing Parliament. The 
establishment of the Free State ought to 
release for public service a body of 
patriotism, ability and experience which 
has been forced to lie dormant in recent 
years. The cld Southern Unionists are not 
only willing, but anxious, to assist in the 
making of the Free State. The old con- 
stitutional Nationalists will be glad to 
join them; and these two classes can 
bring to the task of government qualities 
which will be valuable safeguards against 
the initial dangers of nation-building, In 
the ranks of Sinn Fein, both in the 
present Parliament and throughout the 
country, are many men of character and 
ability who will find themselves, almost 
naturally, members of the new Centre 
Party. It is certain, too, that, if the Free 
State makes a good start, Irishmen who 
have achieved distinction in other lands 
will seek to put their talents at their 
country’s disposal and will add strength 
and prestige to the Moderate Party. The 
leader of the Party, whoever he may be, 
will wield an instrument potent for pro- 
gress, and, even if he is not the head of 
the Government, will have a weighty in- 
fluence in its decisions. We are so well 
assured that such a Centre Party will 
exist in the near future that we should 
welcome very gladly an immediate move- 
ment for the laying of its foundations. 
Thousands of Irishmen would answer the 
summons with eager and hopeful hearts.

still he Allies of Britain, France, and 
Italy. The Turks may be the most noble 
race in the world, but they fought against 
the Allies in the war and are still their 
enemies.

The attitude of both these 
Powers has been quite contrary to the 
spirit of the Entente. The Treaty of 
Sévres was just as sacred as the Treaty of 
Versailles; yt, by arming the Turks to 
resist its enforcement, France and Italy 
have dishonoured their bond. What

had armed the Germans in order to expel 
the Poles from Upper Silesia? The two 
cases are absolutely analogous. The matter 
cannot be allowed to end with the rout of 
King Constantine’s army, There are some 
800,000 Christians in Asia Minor whose 
safety is an Allied trust. When the 
Venice Conference meets at the end of the 
present month no doubt raust be left in 
the minds of the Turks that the term of 
their tyranny over Christians came to an 
end when they capitulated to the British 
Army four years a~.

Only a few days ago it was announced 
that France was preparing to do honour 
to M. Marcel, inventor of the Marcel 
wave and the world’s most famous 
couff eur. It is now announced that the 
grateful people of Strasbourg are about to 
erect another bust, and presumably to 
hold more celebrations, in honour of one 
Close, an inventor, in the year 1765, of 
paté de foie gras.

BOULANGIST MOVEMENT

The death is announced, at the age of 88, of 
Count Dillon, who was a prominent figure in 
the Boulangist movement 35 years ago. His 
death occurred on the Island of Berder, in the 
Gulf of Mortieban, where he had retired, and 
where it was his intention to establish a port.— 
(Reuter.) 

[The Boulangist movement was founded by 
General Boulanger, ex-Minister for War, in 1887, 
It aimed at a revision of the French Constitu- 
tion, and gained a considerable following among 
the public and in Parliament. In 1889 
Boulanger, Count Dillon, and others were con- 
victed of “courting popularity by corruption, 
malversation of public moneys, and plotting 
against the State,” and were sentenced to 
deportation to a fortress. The movement 
gradually died out. Boulanger committed 
suicide in 1891.]

SIR JOHN LAVERY’S PORTRAIT}

NITRO-GLYCERINE. 


Bricadier Sean Lohan went along The Mall 
in the direction of the cinema. e saw a 
motor car standing on the road near Whyte’s. 
It had no lights, and there was nobody near it. 
He searched the car, and found in it a mine 
charged with nitro-glycerine, with a battery 
attached. Hearing men coming around a corner, 
he got behind the car, and as the men a 
proached he saw that they had rifles, e 
called “ Halt! who goes there?” and a voice 
replied, “ Friend, Darcy.” 

Evidently the irregulars thought that their 
own guard had challenged. Brigadier Lohan 
shouted, and fired from his revolver. A voice 
from the party said: “It is all right,” and 
acain Brigadier Lohan fired. The three men 
ran off. 

An officer took the car to a place of safety. 

In the meantime a soldier had been taken 
prisoner, and was taken about two miles out- 
side the town in the direction of Claretuam. 

A man who overtook the captors and their 
prisoner told them that the national troops 
were coming after them. The ge er put 
the soldier into a farmer's house, and told him 
not to leave until eight o'clock the next morn- 
ing. Then they disappeared. 
it is thoueht that the irregulars intended to 
attack the military barracks in order to release 
sume prisoners. 


BRIDGES DESTROYED,

IRREGULARS ACTIVE IN COUNTY 
DUBLIN. 


At about five o'clock on Sunday morning a 
party of irregulars exploded a mine under & 
bndge the vicinity of Crooksling, Co.

DESPATCH RIDER SHOT.

DAYLISHT OUTRAGE IN DUBLIN. 


A military despatch rider, named Donald 
Campbell, Darley street, Harold’s Cross, 
attached to Wellington Barracks, was shot and 
wounded yesterday afternoon at Kenilworth 
Park, Dublin, while riding a motor cycle in 
the direction of Dublin. 

The attack was made at about 3.45 p.m. by 
four or more men from different points at 
the junction of five roads at Kenilworth Park. 
Many people, including women and children, 
were about at the time, and in peril {rom the 
firing. 


The despatch rider, who was apparently 
coming from the direction of Terenure, had 
just arrived at the corner when five or six 
shots were fired at him. He was struck in 
both legs. The bicycle’s petrol tank was per- 
forated, and rider and machine fell. One of 
the assailants ran over and took rovolver 
from the wounded man, and then went off with 
the others. 

Dr. W. F. Hooper, Kenilworth square, was 
called to the wounded soldier's aid, and, hav- 
ing arrested the hemorrhage and dressed the 
wounds, which included a scorching of tho 
right hip by petrol, had him removed to 
hospital in an ambulance, which he eummoned 
from the barracks. 

The following official report was issued from 
G.H.Q., Irish Army, last night :— 

“ Private Campbell, a motor despatch rider 
from Portobello Barracks, was fired on this 
afternoon at Harold’s Cross by four irregulars 
and wounded in the leg. He was removed to a 
city hospital.” 


SCENE IN A DUBLIN SHOP. 
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ONE MAN DEAD: OTHER PERSONS 
WOUNDED. 

A shooting affray, which resulted in the death 
of a man and injury to three other persons, 
occurred in Capel street, Dublin, last night, 
following the appearance of members of the 
national Army, who,’ it is stated, were about 
to search people who were in a fish and chip 
shop. 

According to the story of one of the injured 
persons, some national troops came into the 
shop at about 11.30 p.m., there being a con- 
siderable number of people on the premises at 
the time. The soldiers were about to search 
the customers when a man is said to have pro- 
duced a revolver and fired at them. Confusion 
and alarm led almost to a panic, and the 
people rushed from the shop to the street. 

More than one shot appears to have been 
fired. It was found that a man had. received a 
bullet wound in the head. The Corporation 
ambulance was summoned. and removed the 
man, who was aged about 24 years, to Mercer's 
Hospital. He was dead on admission, and his 
name could not be ascertained. 

Another man, Frederick Dunne, aged 25, of 
45 Botanic road, was picked up by the ambu- 
lance at the City Hall. He had a bullet 
womnd in the stomach, and lies in Mercer's 
Hospital in a serious condition. 

Mrs. Kate Browne, 32 Stafford street, was 
treated in Jervis street Hospital for a flesh 
wound on the wrist. 

James Coogan, Capel! street, was also treated 
in Jervis street Hospital. He had a slight 
abrasion, caused, it is stated, by a ricochetting 
bullet. 


THE MACROOM FIGHT. 
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OFFICER’S SPIRITED RE 
IRREGULARS. 


During the fighting in the Macroom areca fast 
Saturday the two national soldiers who were 
killed were Sergeant Neary, of Killanshie, Co. 
Longford, and Volunteer John O'Leary, Cash- 
loura, Macroom. O’Leary’s brother was fighting 
with the irregulars. The two soldiers who were 
wounded were Licutenant John Slattery, Feakle, 
Co. Clare, and Sergeant Patrick Noonan, Ever- 
green road, Cork. 

Red Cross men who were bringing in the 
wounded from rear Clondrohid were fired on, 
one man being wounded in the neck and hand. 
From the Mount Massey direction irreculars 
were seen removing dead hodies in a farmer's 
cart, and their casualties are believed to have 
been heavy. 

In the engagemente the irrezgulars are rerorted 
to have got near the military post in Macreom 
Workhouse. Thev called upon the garrison to 
surrender, and the efficer in charge cave the 
spirited reply, “ Not until the last. man is 
ead.” 
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EARL’S HOUSE RAIDED. 
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PLUCKY GARDENER WOUNDED. 


At about 1.30 a.m. on Saturday four dis- 
guised men—two armed—made a raid on Cour- 
town House, three miles from Gorey, the seat 
of the Earl of Courtown. Entrance was effected 
through the hall window. When he heard the 
noise Lord Courtown got up and dressed him- 
self and challenged the intruders. They said 
that they wanted arms for the I.R.A. He told 
them that he had no arms in the house. The 
raiders searched the house, and, having 
apologised for the trouble that they had caused, 
’ rew. 

wThe raiders next visited the house of Lord 
Courtown'’s gardener, which 1s about 250 yards 
from the mansion house. Having failed to 
ferce the door, they burst in the window, when 
Mr. Turner appeared, and, it is stated, used a 
heavy stick to heat them off. Two shots were 
fired. and one bullet hit the gardener’s right 
hand. The raiders then retreated. 


BALLINA CASTLE BURNED. 
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DAMAGE OVER £100,000. 


Castle Ballina, the Mayo seat of the Earl of 
Arran, was burned to the ground on Sunday 
morning by a band of masked and armed men. 
The caretaker states that 16 men arrived at the 
Castle at 2 o'clock in the morning, and when he 
opened the door, he was covered 
and placed under a guard. Some of the men 
saturated the place with petrol and paraffin 
oil. In a few moments the whole building was 
in flames, and before daybreak was a mass of 
ruins. 

The Castle, which was built in 1808 the 
late “ord Tyrawley, contained very valuable 
antique furniture and oil paintings. Some 350 
pictures were destroyed. It is estimated that 
the damage amounts to over

CIVILIANS MISTAKEN 
FOR SOLDIERS. 


TIMELY ARRIVAL OF 
TROOPS, 
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(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


LIMERICK, Monday. 

Castleconnell, a town associated in most 
of our minds with tight lines and record 
salmon, was .ne scene yesterday of a small 
engagement which resulted in the death 
of one civilian and one national soldier, 
and the wounding of another national 
soldier. 

The fight centred round a motor car in 
which six civilians had come from 
Limerick upon a pleasure trip. They left 
for Castleconnell at about 4 p.m. on Sun- 
day and arrived an hour later at the 
Shannon Hotel. . They heard on arrival 
that the irreguiars had “aided the hotel on 
the previous nig..t in the © ope of finding 
some unarmed national troops, but had 
failed to do so. There did not seem much 
cause for alarm, and sv they had supper, 
and at about 9 p.m. started to return to 
Limerick, 

A few repairs were necessary—a tyre had to 
be pumped and the carburetter required adjust- 
ing—but at last all was ready to start, and, 
with the other five in the car, Charles 
McNamara, who had served as a Captain 
throughout the European war, and was at this 
time owner of a motor firm at Limerick, began 
t crank up the car. It was falling dusk, and 
& misty rain enveloped the car. Suddenly up 
an alley, bearing the suggestive name of 
“World’s End,” came a body of irregulars, 
about 20 or 30 in number, and all armed with 
rifles. They surrounded the motor car, point- 
ing their rifles at the passengers. 

At this point the story of all the eye-wit- 
nesses becomes confused. The hood was up, 
and so vision was restricted, and in the gub- 
sequent mélée it was difficult to distinguish one 
party from the other, either by appearance or 
voice; for just at this point another party ap- 
peared on the scene—to wit, a en of national 
troops, moving down the road behind the motor 
car, while the irregulars were moving up the 
road towards the motor car. 


“PLUG THEM.” 

Apparently some of the irregulars, believing 
that the motor car held national officers in 
mufti, were inclined to shoot them out of hand, 
and cries of “ Plug them,” and “Get out of 
that car” were heard. Then one shot was 
fired, probably by the national patrol, and at 
once the irregulars dropped fiat upon the 
ground, and started firing up the street past 
the car. 

The firing became general, and the occupants 
of the motor car, not unnaturally terrified, 
crouched down as low as possible in the body. 
After about five minutes they took advantage of 
a lull to bolt from the car with their hands 
up to the shelter of a friendly gateway, whose 
piers covered them from fire. 

As they left the motor car, one of them 
heard the voice of Mr. Macnamara saying, “I 
am shot; get me a priest.” And another saw 
the body of a national soldier lying, apparently 
dead, beside the motor car. They sheltered 
tll the fight was beginning to cease, and then 
dragged into the hotel Mr. Macnamara. A 
bullet had entered at the back of his left 
shoulder blade, and, taking a diagonal course, 
had come out at the front end of his right 
collar bone, severing the arteries in its course, 
and causing a gaping exit wound. He died from 
shock and hemorrhage in about half an hour. 

The irregular casualties are not known. The 
national losses have been mentioned. The whole 
incident is typical of what is now occurring 
throughout the country. 

General Murphy, when returning from Dublin, 
narrowly missed an ambush in the same quarter 
to-day, and at Glin, on the River Shannon, 
some 20 miles west of Limerick, the “ Mer- 
maid ” came in for her routine peppering from 
irreguiars on the bank, and replied from her 
— gun. There was no loss on the national 
side. 


AMBUSH THAT FAILED. 


THREE IRREGULARS CAPTURED. 


A party of national troops, travelling on 
Sunday Morning in a Crossley tender to Kinne- 
gad, Westmeath, were ambushed near the vil- 
lage by a large number of irregulars, who were 
concealed behind a hedge. 

After a brisk attack, which lasted for half 
an hour, one irregular was seriously wounded 
and three were captured. They were taken to 
the military barracks at Mullingar. The na- 
tional troops suffered no losses.

DONEGAL VILLAGE RAIDED. 


Irregulars, taking advantage of the absence 
of national troops from Mountcharles, County 
Donegal, entered the village early yesierday 
morning and, breaking into the post office, 
carried off the telegraph instrument. They also 
stole hedclothing from a house that had been 
vaceted by the national soldiers, a detachment 
of whom arrived soon after the irregulars had 
left, and scoured the neighbourhood for them. 


TIPPERARY AMBUSH. 


An official report, which was issued yesterday 
in Tipperary, says that while Brigadier-General 
Pvan, with a party of six men of the national 
Army, were travelling in a Lancia car from 
Tipperary to Thurles, at 8 o'clock on Saturday 
evening, machine gun fire suddenly opened from 
the side of the road between Kilfeale and 
Thomastown, five miles from Tipperary. The 
eecupanis of.the car replied to the fire. There 
were no casualties. thourh the car was hit re- 
peatediv by a hail of bullets for a distance of 
500 yards.

CLARE FARMER SHOT. 


On Sunday morning a party of irregulars at 
Kildysart, West Clare, dragged a farmer named 
Minitier from his bed, took him into an adjoin- 
ing field, and shot him in the legs. They then 
left him to get back to his house. Yesterday 
he was taken to Ennis Infirmary. 


PANTRY ATTACKED. 


Bantry has been subjected to another assault. 
About nine o'clock last Friday night machine- 
un fire was opened’ from the beacon over- 
ooking the entrance to the town, from the 
Abbey, and the sea at the northern side of 
these avenues. The fire was directed on to 
The Square, where both national troops and 
civilians had narrow escapes. 

The people of the town are becoming scared 
at these promiscuous attacks, and many are 
sleeping in the country during the night, and 
returning to town during the day. 


THE O’CONOR DON. 


The O'Conor Don, who has been at his resi- 
dence, Clonah’e Castle, Castlerea, for the rast 
few weeks, left on Saturday en route for Spain. 
The O'Conor Don and Madam: O'Conor have 
been residing abroad. for some months past 
owing to the conditions which prevail in the 
country. 


SNIPING IN DUNGARVAN. 


Sniping took place yesterday in Dungarvan 
for the first time. The bullets came across the 
river from Abbeyside, where there is a lot of 
cover. The object of the attack, Mi 
was the sentry on the roof of the Provincial 
Bank premises. The military replied to the 
fire, and after a sharp exchange the attackers 
were beaten off. The County Surveyor, Mr.

The immediate concern in the repara- 
tions question is as to what guarantees 
Germany will offer in respect of the 
Treasury bills to be given to Belgium in 
respect of reparations payments. 

Sir John Bradbury says that the possi- 
bility of British “backing’’ cannot be 
considered until the German and Belgian 
Governments make a joint request. 

Practical financiers vill ..ot lend money 
to Germany until the restoration of that 
country’s credit is assured by a reform of 
internal finances and the stoppage of in- 
flation.

POSSIBILITY OF BRITISH 
INTEREST. 

Sir John Bradbury, the British delegate on 
the Reparations Commission, speaking to a 
Press representative in aris, about the 
guarantees for German Treasury bills, which 
are to be given to Belgium, said that the 
matter is one which is the exclusive concern 
of the German and Belgian Governments. It 
would, however, in his opinion, be unfortunate 
in the interest of German credit and the ulti- 
mate interest of reparations if any large be 
centage of the Reichsbahk gold reserve had 
to be provided as a guarantee. 

No question of British assistance towards the 
provision of the requisite guarantees arises at 
the present moment, nor could any such ques- 
tion arise unless British assistance were solicited 
by the German and Belgian Governments. 

As regards the question of writing down the 
Eama reparations liability, either once and 
or all, or by limiting the annual payments 
for a series of years leaving the capital debt 
intact, it is well-known that Sir John Bradbury 
has long favoured such an arrangement. He is 
of opinion that without such writing down 
German credit cannot be restored, and that 
without the restoration of German credit the 
collapse of the German fiinancial structure and 
the abandonment of. the hopes of reparation 
are inevitable. 

From the point of view of the lending public, 
he declares that the important question is 
not the actual capacity of Germany to make 
payment over a series of years, which, in itself, 
depends to a large extent on the possibility 
of the restoration of German credit and other 
factors at present indeterminate, but the 
opinion entertained by practical financiers as 

the amount of reparations liability, which 
would not fatally impair Germany's security 
for new loans, in view of the collapse of. the 
mark. 

Sir John concludes :—‘ Since the sittings of 
the Bankers’ Committee were suspended, any 
progress on the above lines in the near future 
can scarcely be hopefi for. The most pressing 
necessity at the moment is to proceed energeti- 
cally with the reform of German internal 
finance, with a view to securing the equilibrium 
of the Budget and the stoppage of inflation, 
reparations manager. both in cash and in kind 
being, for the moment, limited to the amount 
for which provision can be made within the 
Budget. 


BELGIAN MISSION TO BERLIN. 


BRUSSELS, Mondar. 

M. Theunis, the Premier, and M. Jaspar, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, to-day received the 
Belgian reparations delegates, M. Delacroix 
and M. Bemelmans, as well as the banker, M. 
Philippson, who will be attached to the Belgian 
delegation which is proceeding to Berlin. The 
question of the gcuanrantees to be demanded 
from Germany for the Treasury Bonds to be 
handed over to Belgium was discussed. 

M. Theunis expressed the hope that the 
negotiations would be as speedy as possible, and 
that the Belgian delegates should accept, apart 
from gold deposits, only guarantees which would 
permit of actual payment. 

The Belgian delegates will leave for Berlin 
at midnight.—(Reuter.)

EXTRAORDINARY SCENES 
AMRITSAR. 


AMRITSAR, Monday. 

A systematic and organised attempt to defy 
authority by passive disobedience is being 
carried on by Akali Sikh fanatics. They are 
leaving Amritsar every day in bands of 
hundreds, with a view to entering the pro- 
hibited area attached to the disputed Sikh 
shrine at Gurukabagh. Police pickets order the 
Akalis to disperse, but the latter sit down in 
the road and begin to sing holy songs. The 
police thereupon use their sticks, but the 
Akalis persist in remaining there. 

Every evening lorries are sent by the Shrine 
Management Committee to remove the wounded 
to Amritsar. So far, two hundred Akalis have 
been wounded in the process of dispersal by 
the police. 

In the meantime, Akali enthusiasm is in- 
creasing. No deaths have occurred, and the 
police have sustained no casualties.—( Reuter.) 


LOOTING AND ARSON, 


SIMLA, Monday. 

A serious riot between Hindus and 
Mahomedans has occurred at Multan, in the 
Punjab. Several were killed and many in- 
jured. The immediate cause of the disturbance 
was the usual Mobarran religious procession. 
A considerable amount of damage was done 
to buildings bv. looting and arson. The 
military were called out, but no firing took 
place. The situation has now quietened down. 
—(Reuter.)

'HT OUTSIDE A TEMPLE. 
CALOUTTA, Monday. 

The Muharram passed off quietly in Calcutta, 
but serious rioting occurred at Telinipara, about 
twenty miles from Calcutta, inhabited mostly 
by jute mill hands, where feelings were already 
embittered owing to Moheginetiens slaughter- 
ing during the last Bakr Id festival a sacred 
bull of the Hindus. 

A Mohammedan procession yesterday evening 
collided with a meeting of Hindus outside a 
Hindu temple. The police ordered the proces- 
sion not to move past the temple, but the 
Mohammedans pressed on, assaulted the police, 
and started stoning the Hindus. 

An exchange of brickbats followed, in which 
the Hindus worsted the Mohammedans, some of 
whom were armed with bamboo sticks and 
other weapons. 

The Hindus then began lotting the Telinipara 
Bazaar, the inhabitants of which fied. A 
hundred shops and fifty houses were ransacked. 

Armed police were hurried up and restored 
order. Isolated cases of assault occurred this 
morning, but the police have the situation in 
hand. The casualties, as far as can ascer- 
tained, are one man killed and fifteen men 
and women injured, The condition of four of 
the injured is serious. Twelve police have also 
been slightly injured. 

A notice has been issued prohibiting persons 
taking part in meetings and processions from 
carrying /athis and other weapons, and ordering 
everybody to remain indoors between 9 p.m. 
and 4 a.m.

ANTI-TREATY PARTY'S 
ATTITUDE, 


THE PEACE MOVEMENT. 
—— 


The attitude of the anti-Treaty party 
towards the opening session of the Provi- 
sional Parliament on Saturday has not so 
far been disclosed. Will it be one of dis- 
dainful aloofness or active aggressiveness Í 
Consistency of principle demands the 
former, but political expediency suggests 
the latter. Those of their party who 
choose to attend will probably make a 
demonstration of protest at the “ille- 
gálity” of the assembly. There is, more- 
over, the position of the members who find 
themselves in prison. Will Dr. MacCar- 
ville, who succeeded Mr. Sean McEntee 


under the pact as a member for Mon- 
aghan, and Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, who are 
both in jail, be released, so that they may 
attend the session? There seems to be 
some doubt on the point, and it is stated 
that no decision has yet been taken by 
the Cabinet. 

Though nothing can be taken for granted 
nowadays, it is probable that Saturday’s pro- 
ceedings will be rather formal. The election 
of Speaker and President, and, perhaps, a 
statement of policy by the latter will be the 
main business for the day. Labour may be «x- 
pected to raise its voice in protest against the 
frequent postponement of the opening meeting, 
while peace proposals may also find expression. 
As regards peace, the movement taken up by 
some of the County Councils is ‘being closely 
watched. Many rumours were current yester- 
day in this regard, but pending the sitting of 
Parlhament no serious heed can at present be 
paid to them. 

As originally constituted, the Parliament con- 
sisted of 58 official Treaty representatives, 17 
Labour members, 10 Independent deputies, in- 
cluding four representin Trinity College, seven 
representatives of the Farmers’ Party, and 36 
anti-Treaty representatives. As the Labour and 
Independent members were returned as Treaty 
supporters, this gave a Treaty majority of 56 
Ia a House of 128. Owing to the deatha of 
Messrs. Griffith, Collins, Brugha, and Boland 
the strength of the House has been reduced to 
124, but this does not upset the Government's 
majority, as each party has lost two adherents. 

The Dail will sit at 11 a.m. on Saturday in 
the Lecture Theatre, Leinster House. which is 
being specially arranged for the occasion, and 
it is expected that the opening session will last 
at least a week,

GREEKS’ NEW ATTITUDE, 
WILLING TO EVACUATE SMYRNA. 


Reports from both Greek and Turkish sources 
now indicate that the Greeks are retreating all 
along the line. The Turks have advanced a 
hundred miles, and have occupied the important 
railway junctions of hum,  Karahissar, 
Eskeshehr, and Ushak. 

A Greek official communiqué, which comes 
through Paris, says that the Government is 
now ' resigned to the total evacuation of Asia 
Minor.”’ 

The .Allied proposals 
March, laid down that Smyrna should be 
handed back to Turkey. Greece objected at 
the time, but it seems now that they would 
rather move their 800,000 Greek, Armenian, 
and Circassian subjects from Symrha to Greece 
than maintain a large army in Asia Minor to 
protect them. 


CONTENTIOUS POLICY. 


The Paris Temps, in a leading article, says 
that the Greek Government is seeking both an 
armistice and compensation, which are incom- 
patible. If King Constantine wants to trans- 
port to Thrace the troops that he can no longer 
maintain in Asia Minor, and contemplates ad- 
vancing towards Constantinople to compensate 
for the loss of Smyrna, he will destroy any 
Turkish wish to conclude an armistice. 

“Constantine is counting on Great Britain 
wanting to give the Greeks the whole European 
shore of the Straits in order to dominate the 
Dardanelles, the Sea of Marmora, and the 
Bosphorus. Such a superficially austere com- 
bination would not, however, succeed any better 
than the Greek expedition to Asia Minor. The 
Turks, and the whole Mussulman world, would 
then have only one obsession—to we “a the 
British and Greeks from Constantinople. To 
re-establish the position, Great Britain would 
be constrained to land troops on the Asiatic 
side of the Straits, and would become involved 
in an entanglement in which its first budget 
would suffer heavily, and perhaps its troops 
also.”

PROGRESS OF CAMPAIGN,

GREEK WAR WEARINESS. 

Telecraphing from Constantinople on Satur- 
day. The T'imes Correspondent says:—The 
First Greek Army is believed to be still stand- 
ing on the defensive covering Ushak. The 
Second Army Corps, concerning the where- 


abouts of which much anxiety had prevailed at 
the Greek headquarters, has made good its 


iretreat through the valley between the Murad 


Dagh and the Jibrail Dagh ranges, 25 miles 
north-west of Ushak, and is now in contact 
with the First Corps. It abandoned all its 
wheeled transport—probably the hundred auto- 
mobiles mentioned in the last Turkish com- 
muniqué—and a few guns, but was able to beat 
off the Turkish pursuit in a rearguard action. 

It is becoming increasingly clear that some 
of the Greek troops have not been fighting 
their best. War weariness, bred of long in- 
action, has contributed to this, but the prin- 
cipal cause was that the Army was more or less 
officially informed that it was not proposed to 
hold the Eskishebr-Afium front after the 
autumn, consequently it did not feel inclined to 
sacrifice itself by holding ground which it 
would not be permitted to retain. 

The latest news from Athens indicates that 
the Government has decided to reinforce the 
Army area, not with 'a view to reconquering 
the lost ground, but to holding and defeating 
further Turkish attacks on a line which possibly 
will be more or less that held by the Greek 
Army before last year’s offensive. 

Reuter’s Constantinople Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday :—British, French, Itahan, 
and American cruisers have received orders to 
leave for Smyrna at the request of the foreign 
Consuls there. Constantinople is quiet. The 
Turkish inhabitants of Stamboul have put out 
flags, but no demonstrations have been held. 
The Cabinet have held a meeting to discuss the 
military events, and the Grand Vizier explained 
the situation to the Sultan.

POSSIBILITY OF ARRANGING 
ARMISTICE, 


The Press Association is officially informed in 
British Government circles that, while it is not 
quite accurate to say that His Majesty’s Go- 
vernment has intervened to bring about an 
armistice between Turkey and Greece, it is the 
fact that it, in common with the Governments 
of France and Italy, are exchanging views with 
the object of bringing about, if possible, a 
cessation of hostilities. 

It is strictly correct to say that these efforts 
are being made by a group of Powers rather 
than by one individual Power. 

It is impossible to say at this moment what 
are the prospects of bringing about an 
armistice. It may reasonably he expected, 
however, that the Turks would in no sense 
consent to an armistice unless with the condi- 
tion that the Greeke remove their forces from 
Asia Minor, a condition laid down when an 
attempt was made to establish an armistice 
in March last. The Turks might demand the

probable that the Powers would agree.

Did the Allies, in the pursuit of their petty 
jealousies and rivalries in the Near East, never 
once foresee the tragedy to which their bicker- 
ings might lead? i

GERMAN CASH FAMINE. 

In a message from Berlin yesterday, 7'Ae 
Times Corre@Pondent states :—The shortage of 
currency continues. It has had the effect that 
was to be expected—namely, it has reacted 
upon itself. Large firms with heavy wages 
bills are retaining their cash, instead of paying 
it mto the banks. Owing to the fact that 
money is rationed, many firms have presented 
cheques for amounts greatly in excess of their 
requirements, on the principle that the more 
they ask for, the more they get. Other firms 
without the need of large amounts in cash have 
begun to ~y up reserves in case of emergency. 
The result has been a general hoarding, and a 
still further restriction on money in circulation. 
The German Gazette (or, as it is temporarily 
called, the 7aghche Rundschau) states that 
several big industrial firms have begun to issue 
what is in effect their own currency, while the 
town of Erfurt has announced that it finds 
itself compelled to issue local notes, although 
this is illegal. The suggestion is made that 
private printing firms should be given note 
printing contracts, so as to enable the Reichs- 
bank to catch up with the demands.
